“Tam personally acquainted with Mrs, Teota Stecle of Cardston, Alberta, who 
was the winner of the first prize in a recent Lethbridge contest. 1 was always under 
the impression that in order to win one of the capital prizes it would be necessary 
to have a financial backing. But when T sec that a widow with five little kiddies, 
who takes in sewing for a Hving can win the first prize, TF realize that T must have 
been misinformed.
